Wined and dined, feted and financed 
by Gtorgians while posing as Garrett 
Van Dorme, son ofa wealthy Hollander, 
“Slim” Bates, a Bowery character, a 
bunco steerer, and a confidence man of 
wide reputation, is now regaling other 
Gotham “touts” with stories of the rich 
picking he found in Dixie, especially in 
Atlanta. 

“I found Atlanta mighty soft seg 
ing.” gays Bates. “I had the story 
was going to fool the people with iu 
fixed up before I left New York. The 
first man I told it to was a reporter, 
and he swallowed it like a trout jump- 
ing for a fly. If it hadn’t been for my 
Bowery nerve, I'd have quit. It was 
too much of a shame to take the 
money.” 

Not Quite the Truth. 

Bates, who told the story of his south- 
ern tour immediately after being freed 
from arrest in New York on the 
strength of a roll of greenbacks that 
he says he garnered in Dixie, doesn't 
stick to the truth all the way through 
his recital. However, there is enough 
of fact in his tale to make it one of 
consuming interest to not a few Geor- 
gians who met the man while here. 

It was a little over a month ago that 
Bates blew into Atlanta, got the ear of 
Dr. John F. Purser, pastor of the West 
Find Baptist church, was treated to a 
meal, which Mrs. Purser herself cook- 
ed, because the servant had gone home, 
cigars which the “doctor,” who doesn't 
smoke, made a special trip to the drug 
store to get, and sufficient money to pay 
for a room at the hotel that night and 
breakfast the following morning. It 
was a couple of days later that the 
same man turned up in Gaineaville, re- 
told his story. and was given even a 
warmer welcome than he_ received in 
Atlanta. 

‘The man, who it now appears is one 
of the smoothest of the most notorious 
colony of crooks in the world. appeared 
at Dr. Pureer’s home about 7 o'clock 
in the evening. He gave his name as 
Garrett Van Dorme, and said that he 
was the son of a wealthy Holland man- 
ufacturer. He had come to America, he 
gaid, because he was tired of living on 
his father’s income, and wished to 


strike out for himself. He also went 
into details ase to his travels since 
reaching America. 

Said He Had Been Robbed. 

He claimed to have lived in Little 
Rock for a time; but becoming home- 
sick, had started to return to his native 
land when robbed of his purse and 
ticket while between Montgomery and 
Atianta. His purse contained something 
ever $300, he said. 

Dr. Purser took the man for what he 
eald and appeared to be, dined him. 
bought him cigars, gave him montey to 
pay for his lodging and breakfast, and 
the following morning assisted him in 
securing a ticket to Greenville, S. C., 
where he claimed to have friends. 

Later he turned up in Gainesville. 
where his story brought him a host of 
sympathizers and not a little money. 
He was dined by Professor Pearce, of 
Brenau, given considerable financial as- 
sistance by President Van Hoose, 
Shorter colleges, and received into the 
homes of the best families of the town. 
Still later he hied ihmself back to his 
little old New York, where he its now 
proudly boasting of his conquests in 
the south.

Wants to Wait in Jail 
Till Board Acts. 


Governor to Decide at Once on 
Application From Attorney. 
Interesting View of Case 
From Secretary McCord, of 
Prison Association. 


Shall Thomas Edgar Stripling. the 


former Danville, Va, chief of police, 
brought back to Georgia to serve @ 
life sentence for murder, after his 
escape fourteen years ago, be permit- 
ted to reanain in Muscogee jail until 
hie fate ie determined by 1p pardon 
board? 

Or shall he be sent on to the pent- 
tentiary to begin the service of that 
sentence imposed for the killing of 
William J. Cornett, which, if carried 
woulgq end only with his death? 

Thies is @ ‘question which, with 
numerous petitions for his pardon 
pending on the one hand, and with 
the widow and family of the dead man 
protesting against that pardon on the 
other, has been put up t Governor 
Brown. 

Governor Brown has taken it under 
consideration and will decide within 
a few hours whether Stripling shall 
simply be held in jail near home, or 
shall undergo the ignominy of peni- 
tentiary stripes while his hopes run 
high for early freedom. 

Request from Attorney. 

Governor Brown has received a re- 
quest from Attorney T. T. Miller, of 
Columbus, counsel for Stripling, that 
the latter be allowed to remain in the 
jai! of Muscogee county until his ap- 
plication for pardon may be heerd by 
the prison commission. 

Attorney Miller stated in his letter 
to the governor that Stripling is suf- 
fering from an injury sustained when 
he had his leg broken while trying to 
stop a pair of runaway horses while 
he was chief of police in Danville, Va., 
and that he is physically unfit for 
eervice in the penitentiary at this 
time. 

Governor Brown wili notify Attorney 
Miller of his decision Wednesday. 

As yet no formal application for 
pardon has been filed with the prison 
commission, but ft is understeod that 
Attorney Miller le now preparing the 
application for a hearing and that it 
will be formally presented to tHe com-

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PLAIN CLOTHES MEN 
TO CATOH SPEEDERS 


The chief interest of the meet- 
ing of the police board last night 
was in a general traffic discus- 
sion, which was precipitated by 
Com missioner Robert Clarke 
when he proposed that every au- 
tomobile should be required to 
have a stationary number, so 
that when the machine was g0- 
ing at a high rate of speed it 
would not be impossible to make 
a case. This was referred to the 
automobile committee of coun- 
cil. 

Practically every feature of 
city traffic came up for criti- 
cism, from “snaking” bicyclists 
and daredevil motorcyclists to 
street car starters, whom Mr. 
Clarke declared assumed too 
much authority in their duties. 
A motion made by Mr. Barnes 
was carried to station plain 
clothes men in such numbers and 
and places as the chief might 
select, to apprehend  speeders. 
The chief was instructed to put 
them in every part of the city, 
and not just on Peachtree street. 

Commissioner Clarke also sug- 
gested placing patrolmen on 
school streets, at the hours when 
young children needed protec- 
tion, and the matter was left to. 
the chief with instructions to 
act.

Taking cognizance of the criticiems 
leveled against the department at 
city hall Monday afternoon, Chief of 
Police Henry Jennings appeared be- 
fore the three watches yesterday and 
told his men that they must put a 
stop to reckless auto, bicycle and 
motorcycle driving in the city. 

Sparsely patrolled, traffic choked 
Peachtree street presented a sequel 
Tuesday to the agitation with the 
two patrolmen on that beat riding up 
and down the thoroughfare on motor- 
cycles instead of bicycles, 

Keep on the Leskout. 

Covering space on these machines 
as easily as the automobilist, these 
officers have been instructed to keep 
on the lookout for the speed maniacs 
and follow after them when the high 
speed is put on and they begin “to 
hit it up” beyond Ivy street. 

That the extra show of vigilance 
is not to be spasmodic and short-lived 
was indicated in the lecture which 
the chief made to his men. He told 
them to get out their copies of the 
“Grant ordinance,’ and brush up on 
all the details so as to be able to 
act intelligently and consistently 
when the autoiste, bicyclists and 
motorcyclists use the congested ar- 
etries as toboggan slides and the res- 
idence districts as race tracks. 

That Judge Nash R. Broyles, the 
city’s recorder, will back up the cry 
of the people for the cMeck reins to 
be pulled tightly on the space anniha- 
lators was evidenced in an interview 
which he gave The Constitution. 

“T will exercise the limit of 
law on those persons appearing 
fore me om evidence that they 
gulity of a reckless disregard for 
automobile ordinance and human life,” 
said Judge Broyles. 

Stockade Sentence. 

“If it is proven that the driver of 
an automobile has wilfully violated 
the speed clause he may expect 
nothing less than a stockade or pris- 
'on sentence. All cages of course are 
/to be considered purely on the facts 
in each individual instance. 

“To impose a fine on an autoist 
who has been found guilty of reckless 
driving has hardly the effect intend- 
eq by the law, for money is a small 
matter to the person who can afford 
a car. I am glad of the opportunity 
of expressing my attitude on this 
subject as I intend to give my full 
co-operation in the enforcement of 
this law.”

automobile law recently 
passed took away from the resorder 
the power to suspend a driver's li- 
cense for a repeated offense. This 
clause was found most effective, as 
many autoists discovered it very in- 
convenient to go for thirty or sixty 
days without using their cars.: Since 
this clauee has been abolished the 
prescribed limit of the ordinance 
must be resorted to—a maximum fine 
of $100 or thirty days on the public 
works, either or both im the discre- 
tion of the recorder.

RELEASE OF AMERICANS 
ASKED BY WASHINGTON 


Washington, March 14.—A in- 
vestigation having convinced the 
American government that Ed- 
win Blatt, of Pittsburg, Pa., and 
Lawrence Converse, of Los An- 
geles, Cal., held as prisoners at 
Juarez, Mexica, had been Ccap- 
tured on American soil, the state 
department today asked the 
Mexican government to release 
them. Blatt and Converse were 
arrested February 22 and con- 
fined in the federal prison at 
Juarez on charges in connection 
with the revolution. 

El Paso, Texas, March 14.—At 
Juarez tonight it was said no 
orders had been received for the 
release of Edward Blatt and 
Lawrence Converse, who are be- 
ing held by the Mexican author#- 
ties. Blatt and Converse, both 
of whom are 21 years old, were 
arregted February 22, near the 
Mexican boundary, at a point 32 
miles east of El Paso.

New York, March 14.—What may 
be considered, in effect, the official 
Mexican reply to recent representa- 
tions, said to have been made by the 
United States, asking as liberal treat- 
ment as possible for Americans 
caught bearing arms on Mexican ter- 
ritory, is contained in a statement 
made here this afternoon by Jose Ives 
Limantour, Mexican minister of fi- 
nance.

General Secretary Robert B. McCord, 
of the Prison Association of Georgia, 
Tuesday issued a statement relative to 
the Stripling case in which, after pre- 
senting it both from the standpoint of 
the man under life sentence and of the 
widow of the'man who was killed, he 
says: ‘ 

“The only question for the pardon 
board to decide is this: Has the con- 
duct of the prisoner for the last four- 
teen years been of such character that 
society will be safe and the interest of 
the prisoner, together with his family, 
conserved tf he is allowed his liberty? 

“If it is true that Stripling took a 
leading part in a lynching mob; if he 
has recklessly killed two men sinca 
the killing for which he is now held; 
it seems there are positive grounds 
why the state should now make it cer- 
tain that Stripling will not have 
an opportunity to take any other lives. 
It is time that we in this twentieth 
century of culture and enlightenment 
shoulq cease holding numan life so 
gheap. 

“If, on the other hand, Stripling has 
lived worthily for the past fourteen 
years, there are very slender grounds 
for now thinking it necessary to chain 
the man and march him up and down 
our pubdlie roads in the stripes of dis- 
grace and utter abandonment. 

“No one can reasonably blame the 
man for escaping in the best way he 
could from Georgia’s penal system of 
fourteen years ago. But have we in 
yeorgia today a prison for confining 
any kind of decent man? The plea for 
Stripling’s pardon would not be so 
intense and popular were it not a 
choice between absolute liberty on the 
one hand ang absolute degradation and 
continual torture on the other.

One of the Best Known and 
Best Loved Priests 
In Georgia. 


Augusta, Ga., March 14,—(Special.)— 
The Rev. Joseph Hennessy, assistant 
priest at St. Patrick’s church, died at 
the city hospital tonight at 10:10 
o'clock after an {Illness lasting only 
two weeks. 

Rev. Joseph Hennessy, was born in 
County Tipperary, Ireland, about sixty 
years ago.

POST-MORTEM REVENGE 
PLANNED ON ENEMY 


Alleged Schuch Killed. Self, 
But Left Note Accusing 
Physician. 


Denver, Col., March 14.—Declaring 
that Philip Sechuch, of this city, whose 
body was found in his room at a local 
hotel last Friday, came to his death 
from. arsenic, administered to him in 
whisky by Dr. Cc. W. Wright, of this 
city, at Gresham, Neb., on February 
26, a coroner's jury here held Wright 
on a charge of murder. He will be 
turned over to the Nebraska authori- 
ties for trial in that state. 

Arsenic was found in a bottle of 
whisky in Schuch’s room. On the label 
of the bottle, in Schuch’s handwriting, 
was a note that he haq taken some of 
the whisky in Gresham on February 
26, had become “deathly sick” and be- 
lieved that Dr. Wright, with whom he 
was traveling, had “fixed’ the liquor. 

Friends of Wright declare that 
Schuch, who was recently convicted of 
using the mails to defraud in connec- 
of 
which he was proprietor, committed 
suicide and planned a grewsome post- 
mortem revenge on Dr. Wright, with 
whom he had quarreled.

and Woolen Schedules..

Canadian Reciprocity will 
Probably Be. Passed and 
Then Attention Given to 
Other Measures of Tariff Re- 
vision---Clothing Cheaper.. 


Washington, March 14.—(Special.)— 
There may be some republicans who 
will agree with the president that 
congress ought to put through .reci- 
procity with Canada end go home, 
but most of the democrats who will 
dominate the house afe of the opinion 
that it will be a serious mistake for 
the party to let this opportunity go 
\by without taking a drive at the high 
rates of the cloth and clothing sched- 
ules,. both woolen and cotton. They 
argue that since congress is assembled 
and the means are at hand for a 
fmmeasure of relief to the consumer, it 
will be regardeqg by the country as a 
plea either of incapacity or unwilling- 
ness on the part of the Gemocrate not 
to do something. 

They recognize that there was logic 
in their claim that general revision 
should not be undertaken until the 
regular session next December, so that 
they could study industrial conditions 
in the meantime, and believe the coun- 
try will admit it. But some of them 
are fearful] that the country will not 
be satisfied with absolute nonaction 
on any of the industrial schedules of 
the tariff law. 

These democrats are not dismayed 
by the threats of the presidential veto. 
They say that the president will have 
to go slowly in vetoing a tariff re- 
duction bill which is in any way a 
reasonable reduction of rates, which 
he himself has admitted to be ex- 
cessive. They are willing to take a 
pretty long chance on a veto, since 
President Taft has as much at stake 
as themselves. 

Insurgent Republicans. 

The progressive republicans in the 
Senate will be as aggressive on the 
tariff question this session as thev 
were two years ago, but with. better 
opportunities to have their own way. 
In the former session Senators Bev- 
eridge, Cummins, Doliver, La Follette, 
Glapp, Bristow and Nelson, prepared 
themselves by much study and hard 
work for assaults on certain features 
of different schedules, and by sheer 
force of mastery of their subjects 
compelled modifications of a number 
of schedules ang stirred up no end of 
sentiment in the sountry in opposition 
to feattres of the tariff measure they 
thought were wrong. In this extra 
session a similar situation is likely to 
be presented. 

The democratic senators did not 
care to go deeply into the schedule 
two years ago, and unless they do it 
this time they will not be prepared to 
make any such showing as the ingur- 
gents will be. The numbérs of the 
insurgents now are ftncreased. Thus, 
there is Senator Poindexter, of Wash- 
ington, ‘and Sehator Gronna, of North 
Dakota. While.Gronna is opposed ‘o 
the reciprocity agreement, he ‘fe a 
tariff revisionist. Senator Works. of 
California, will not be identified with 
the high tariff republicans. The in- 
surgents will be In position to be 
more effective’ than they were in the 
last tariff session, providing, of 
course, the democratic senators oper- 
ate as anything like a unit and the 
insurg@énts ang democrats can reach 
common ground On some of the impor- 
tant schedules. 

Indications now are that two insur- 
gents, Cummins and La. Follette, will 
be given places on the finance com- 
mittee. Another plan talked of is for 
La Follette and Bristow to go on 
finance and for Senator Cummins to 
In any event Cum- 
mins will not. be required: to give up 
the interstate commerce committee, a 
committee for which he is especially 
qualified. 

If two of the insurgents get on the 
finance committee they will be in posi- 
tion to wield much influence. In the 
first place, the committee, which in 
the last session stood nine republicans 
to five democrats, Will be eight and 
six. If two insurgents are put on, the 
insurgents plus -the democrats will!

The cuts show the 
huge brick structure which is now 
making its slow journey of 75 feet. 
The building is 40 feet wide, 70 feet 
long and 40 feet high. Before it be- 
gan its trip it faced Murphy street, 
but when it has reached its new loca- 
tion it will face on Benjamin street, 
having been moved almost 100 feet 
and turned half way around. 

In order to move the 2,000-odd tons 
of brick and mortar, nearly 200 jacks, 
many of them with a lifting capacity 
of 20 tons, and none less than four 
tons, have been brought into play. 
There are almost 500 blackgum rollers 
under the building, while 16 huge 
blocks and tackle make it possible for 
the two mules, which are slowly drag- 
ging the building to its new site, to 
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exert a pulling capacity of over 360- 
horse power. A single piece of manila 
rope, over 600 feet in length, attaches 
the building to great piles driven many 
feet into the ground near the new site. 

Pim & Barmore began the work some 
two months ago, but have not rushed 
the job, which is still incomplete. They 
state that the work might been com- 
pleted in four weeks had there been 
any need for hurry. 

J. R. Smith, who owns the building. 
which is located on a portion of the 
large tract of land on Whitehall which 
he bought a year ago, is having the 
building moved in order to make room 
for a spur track which the Central of 
Georgia is to build into thé lot, which 
Mr. Smith expects to convert into a 
wholesale and manufacturing district. 
The route of the spur lies directly over 
the former site of the old fire engine 
house, which necessitated the removal 
of the building. 

Pim & Barmore state that this is 
possibly the largest building which they 
have ever moved, although not the 
largest.

SHOOTING STAR 
ADDED T0 MUSEUM 


Meteorite Loaned to State 


by Jasper County 


Citizens. 


There was added to the state muse- 
um last week as a loan a very in- 
teresting celestial visitor in the form 


of a shooting star or meteorite. It was 
obtained from Messrs. Park and Hun- 
ter, of. Jasper, Ga., and was picked up 
by Clark Thompson, Sr., about five 
years ago on his farm 10 miles south- 
west of Jasper, Pickens county. 

The specimen, together, with a lot 
of other minerals, was sent to the 
State geological survey about two and 
One-half years ao, when it was identi- 
fied by Professor McCallie, state geol- 
ogist, and described in Science Novem- 
ber 26, 1906. It has been named the 
Pickens county meteorite. 

When first sent to the office of the 
state geologist, the meteorite weighed 
14 ounces and was roughly cubical in 
shape and had the appearance of be- 
ing a part of a larger piece. Five of 
the faces of the Irregular cube showed 
camparatively fresh surfaces, while 
the sixth side was more or less ox- 
odized and showed a somewhat pitted 
condition, as if it was an origina] sur- 
face. In color and. texture it closely 
resembles a dark, massive piece of 
furnace slag. 

The chemical analysis shows that 
this méteorite resembles somewhat 
closely the following heretofore de- 
scribed meteorites: Long Island 
meteorite, Kansas; Bluff meteorite, 
Texas; Shelbourne meteorite, Ontario, 
and the Bjurbole meteorite, Finland. 
The ehief difference between the 
Pickens county meteorite and the ones 
here named is the high percentage of 
titanium present in the Pickens coun- 
ty meteorite. The principal minerals 
in all of these stones are here given 
in the order of their relative im- 
portance: Silica, alumina, iron, sul- 
phur, nicke] and sodium.

Buffalo for 
Commission Government 


The second city of the State of New York, Buf- 
falo, seems desirous of trying the commission plan of 
government. A campaign of education has been car- 
ried on by advocates of the plan, and the chamber of 
commerce, by the remarkable vote of 318 to 31, has in- 
dorsed the proposition, thus ratifying the previous 
action of twenty-two smaller commercial bodies. 

What is sought is the enactment by the legisla- 
ture of an enabling bill for commission government. 
The bill is pending, and the Buffalonians know what 
they are working for. They are working for a coun- 
cil of five, one of the councilmen to be called mayor 
and to be the head of the police, health and fire depart- 
ments. The bill provides for nomination of the coun- 
cilmen by petition and for non-partisan ballots. It 
provides for a merit system for all employees and for 
the appointment of al! such employees by the respec- 
tive heads of the city’s departments. It reserves the ¢ 
power of franchise granting to the voters, and, by way 
of further checks and preventives of graft. waste or 
other abuse of power, it embodies the initiative, refer- 
endum and recall features. 

Plainly this is a very “modern” and radical charter 
measure, but the business men of Buffalo are evidently 
willing to make large concessions to modern ideas in 
order to obtain efficient and economical government 
by a small, independent, non-partisan cymmission. 
This is very suggestive and symptomatic. So far only 
small and moderate-sized cities have adopted commis- 
sion rule, but the movement in Buffalo indicates that 
cities of the first class are willing to try that remedy 
for their municipal ills —Chicago Record-Herald.

ARMAMENTS ADVERSE TO CIVILIZATION. 


The growth of armanents must in the long run break civiliza- 
tion down unless some remedy is found for the mischief, according 
‘to Sir Edward Grey, foreign secretary of Great Britain, in discuss- 
ing the estimates for the British navy. 

The debate was precipitated by the report to the house of com- 
mons of Reginald McKenna, first lord of the admiralty, who said 
that naval construction by Great Britain was regulated by the ac- 
tivity of Germany. Hence in three more years Great Britain will 
have thirty and Germany twenty-one Dreadnoughts. z 

Limitation of armanents is one subject of international agree- 
ment where there must be legislation by unanimous consent. The 
action of one nation in dropping out of the race will not help to- 
ward a solution of the problem, but only weaken that nation. 


‘delicidiae the budget, “must depend upon nations learning, like in- 
dividuals, to resort to law instead of force of arms.” 

And yet, every civilized nation realizes that the cost of prepara- 
tions for possible wars is a terrific drain upon the resources of the 
nation. 

If the same money now spent on battleships, that soon turn to 
junk, and the arsenals. and forts that dot the coast could be applied 
to the productive work of training citizens in the arts of peace, 
building school houses and agricultural experiment stations, ex- 
tending well paved public roads and thereby lowering the cost of 
living, human life might lack some of its excitement, but the world 
would approach nearer the millennium’s dawn. 

The work of such men as Andrew Carnegie, Senator Root, 
Baron Aponyi of Hungary, Baron D’Estournelles of France, and 


oo| other statesmen of the present age, who in their own countries and 


abroad are spreading the doctrine of peace and good will, are doing 
more for the advancement~of the world than all the warriors who 
ever lived and fought and wreaked vengeance and disaster. 

Slowly. but inevitably the fears of nations will be soothed and 
the prejudice of hundreds and thousands of years will be wiped 
away. Then the nation which refuses unanimous consent to the 
demand for the cessation of hostilities and an international police 
agreement, will stamp itself as reactionary and savage, and as thirst- 
ing for vengeance or conquest. 

The end of costly armaments will mean the end of wars, and 
the end of such waste as amazes imagination and threatens the 
foundation of civilized society.

CORPORATION TAX HELD LEGAL. 


The decision of the supreme court of the United States uphold- 
ing the legality of the corporation tax passed as a feature of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, means that some $27,000,000 collected up 
to June 30 last will remain in the federal treasury, and the tax will 
continue to be levied as a feature of the nation’s revenue system. 

But it means more than that. The language used in the de- 
cision with reference to the taxation of real estate corporations 
may easilv be construed as presaging approval of an income tax. 

The adverse decision rendered by the supreme court in -1895, 
the first adverse decision on this subject in one hundred years, dur- 
ing which time this kind of tax had on various occasions been 
passed upon by the court, was based upon the taxation of rents 
arising from lands. This was held to be a direct tax on the land, 
and therefore contravened the constitution, which provides: 

Article 1, section 8, clause 1: “All duties, imposts, and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the United States.” 

Article 1, section 9, clause 4: “No capitation, or other direct 
tax, shall be laid, unless in proportion to the census or enumeration 
hereinbefore directed to be taken.” 

These sections of the constitution were appealed to as sustain- 
ing the five to four adverse decision of the supreme court in the in- 
come tax case last decided, known as the case of Pollock versus the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company. ,

“It is not a difficult matter for any- 
one to find violators of the automobile 
laws,” said Secretary of State Philip 
Cook, who has considerable dealing 
with the state law. 

“One can go out on the city’s streets 
or the country roads almost any, time 
and find them. I have frequently seen 
them myself. 

“It is the duty of city, state and 
county police officers to report such 
violations as come under their obser- 
vation and make cases, but very little 
of this has been done. The consequence 
is observance of the law has become 
quite lax. 

“One of the most frequent and dan- 
serous violations of the law is in the 
rate of speed going around curves and 
across bridges. The law specifically 
requires that speed at such points shall 
not be more than 6 miles an hour, and 
yet the majority of drivers will turn 
curves and cross bridges without ever 
thinking of slackening their speed.” 

Other violations of the law which 
Secretary Cook said were quite com- 
mon include driving at night without a 
headlight that can be seen a hundred 
yards, putting the number in the wron 


place, having no state number at al 
and transferring state members when 


selling or exchanging machines. 
Secretary Cook has to date issued a

total of 6,625 staté numbers, and own- 
ers of automobiles are registering at 
the rate of about 100 a week. Still 
there are many in the state which have 
no official numbers, and every now and 
then one may be seen without a num- 
ber on the streets of Atlanta—at least 
without the right kind of a number. 

According to statements of automo- 
bile dealers made to Secretary Cook, 
there are between 8,000 and 9,000 auto- 
mobiles operated in Georgia, so that 
there are some 2,000 which have not 
registered or obtained state numbers. 

, Secretary Cook has suggested in his 
nnual report that where a sale or ex- 
change of an automobile is made the 
owner should be required to notify his 
office. giving the name of the pur- 
chaser, because at present, where this 
is not done and the new owner goes on 
using the same number as the old, it 
is impossible to ascertain at the secre- 
tary’s office who owns the machine. 

A case in point happened in south 
Georgia only a short time ago. A 
horse was killed by an automobile, and 
the name of the owner of the machine 
was sought at the secretary's office by 
the state number. When the man was 
located he said: 

“Why, I sold that 
months ago.”

Viterbo, Italy, March 14.—Cavaliere 
Bianchi, president of the court, today 
set about the task of getting a jury 
to try the thirty-six members of the 
Neapolitan Camorra. He invoked 
methods that promised results despite 


the terror that has filled the hearts 
of citizens at the possibility of being 


obliged to condemn those whose deaths 
would be pretty sure to be avenged 
unless the entire dangerous element 
of the society was wiped out. 

When court opened today the presi- 
dent at once imposed heavy fines upon 
those known to have left town to 
escape jury duty and threatened that 
he would have others who had made 
excuses for not appearing when sum- 
moned brought to the bar by carbi- 
neers. 


Alarming Situation. 

The forenoon was taken up in an at- 
tempt to fill the jury benches. It was 
a nervous day in Viterbo. The resi- 
dents, who hailed the approaching trial 
as a boon because it would bring to 
town thousands of strangers who must 
be sheltered and fed, have found them- 
selves confronted with an alarming 
situation. No one familiar with the 
workings of the “Beautiful Reformed 
Society” has anything but sympathy | 
for those who shrink from the civic 
duty imposed.

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QUARANTINED AREA 
BEING REDUCED 


Washington, March 14.—(Special.)— 
Tomorrow nearly 11,000 square miles 
of additional territory will be released 
from the federal quarantine for Texas 
fever or tick fever of cattle by an 
order of the secretary of agriculture. 

This action ts taken as a result of 
good progress made during the past 
year in the extermination of cattle 
ticks which epread the disease. The 
total area released from quarantine 
since the eradication of the ticks was 
systematically undertaken in the sum- 
mer of 1906 by co-operation between 
federal, state and local authorities now 
amounts to nearly 140,000 square miles, 
and includes territory in the states 
of Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennegsee, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Texas and 
California. The released territory ex- 
ceeds in extent the combined area of 
South Carolina, Georgia and Alabama. 

The order prescribes regulations for 
the territory remaining in quarantine, 
which includes the entire states of 
Alabama, Florida and Louisiana and 
parts of Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Tex- 
@s and California.

Amending the Constitution. 
(Atlee Pomerene in March National 
Monthly.) 

The sentiment in favor of the nom- 
ination and election of United States 
senators by the people is all but over- 
whelming. To prove this it is only 
necessary to go out in any locality 
and get the consensus of opinion. 
Since the year 1893, the house of rep- 
resentatives, for five consecutive times 
has voted in favor of the submission 
of a constitutional amendment provid- 
ing for the election of senators by 
direct vote of the people. 

Between the years 1895 and 1908, 
the legislatures of thirty-one states 
made application to congress to call a 
convention for the purpose of propos- 
ing an amendment to the constitution 
providing for this change. It will, 
therefore, be seen that almost the 
necessary two-thirds of the several 
states have made the application re- 
quired by the constitution to call a 
convention for proposing amendments. 
And it is to be hoped that the time 
is near at hand when the American 
people will forever change the funda- 
mental law of the land, and thereby 

revent many of the scandals which 

ave been incident to senatorial elec- 
tions during the last generation. 

In spite of the fact that there is 
this prevailing public sentiment in 
favor of the nomination and election 
of United States senators by popular 
vote, and that the lower house for 
five consecutive times has, by more 
than a two-thirds vote, favored the 
proposed amendment, the’ United 
States senate has refuggd to concur 
therein. And refused Yo concur in 
what? Not in the popular election of 
United States senators, but has re- 
fused to concur in proposing amend- 
ments, thereby granti the states the 
privilege of determifiing for them- 
selves whether they desire a new 
method for the selection of United 
States senators. Is it any wonder 
that a feeling of resentment has 
grown up against certain of the sen- 
ators who are not only unwilling to 
grant the people the right by direct 
vote to elect their senators, but will 
not even give them the opportunity to 
change their present method if they 
so desire.

In case of loose bowels it is 
always best to cut daown the supply | 
of bran and add middiings or second 
grade flour, if one can get it sneas, | 
and when it is noticed that the fowls! 


Floid Lee, Beach, Ga.—This is my 
first year to try pure-bred poultry rais- 
ing. and I don’t think I can take any 
more of my time trying to raise scrubs. 
I have the Reds, and am proud of my 
selection. I have only five hens and 
one rooster. I. bought them from a 
chicken crank ‘ast fall. They are the 
Single-comb Rhode Island Reds.

Clover or peavine hay should be in 
the mash during the winter. It is a 
bulky food and partly takes the place 
of green food. It should be given 
scaided. Fill a bucket with the cut 
hay and on this pour boiling water. 
Cover the vesse! with a board so the 
hay can @teep for an hour or more. 
When ready for use pour off the tea 
on ground grain (bran, corn meal and 
ground oats or whatever you use in 
the mash). After the grain is mixed 
up thoroughiy add the clover of pea 
hay to the mash. The hay cut in half- 
inch lengths is best. Green bone cut 
up with a bone cutter or even pound- 
ed up with .a hammer on a rock is 
also a valuable article of diet. The 
Kreen bones are those with meat on 
them which are generally thrown aside 
by housewives butcher. They can 
be purchased from the latter for a 
mere trifle. Apart from the ground 
or mashed bones being relished by the 
fowls, they are of untold value to the 
laying hens. Cut or mashed bone can 
be fed alone two or three times a 
week. About one pound of bones to 
fifteen fowls is a good measurement. 
(hareoal should be given the fowls at 
least every other day, Dut it is best to 
keep a supply before them at all 
times. If the powdered form is used it 
can be mixed with the magéh. 


Feeding Grains. 


of whole grains, wheat stands at the 
head. It is a well-balanced food, fol- 
lowed by barley. Corn and buckwheat 
are aiso valuable articies for a change, 
but both being of very fattening na- 
ture, should be fed only as a variety. 

Exclusive feeding of corn produces 
over-fat and a fow! in that condition 
is subject to many diseases. Oats is a 
valuable egm-producing food and 
ahould be fed often, either scalded or 
dry with the hull on, but when fed 
with the hull on fowls should have ac- 
cess to plenty of grit lf one has to 
buy their oats for feeding their fowls 
it is always best to buy what is known 
@s clipped Oats; they oniy cost about 
10 cents a bushel more. 

Cooked vegetables are also valuable. 
but care must be taken that they are 
too ltberally fed, so as to cause 
looseness of the bowels. The manner 
of feeding, too, is an important item 
Mash in the morning, just enough to 
eatiafy hunger, and if the fowls 
yarded make them hustle about 
more; whole grain at noon, such 
oats, cracked corn, millet or any small 
grains that are come-at-able; scatte: 
in ditter or cut straw, leaves or barn 
floor scrapings. At night whole grain, 
like wheat, corn, Darley or whatever is 
used.

You came to a wise conclusion when 
you found you had no time to waste on 
scrubs, and you might have added 
feed. Yes, keep your Reds laying and 
set other hens on eggs, until you get a 
fair start, then use the Reds for in- 
cubation. The color of a little Red 
“peepee” varies from a light to me- 
dium buff. 

I would plant neither oats or rye in 
my chicken yard at this season. Fall 
is the time for that, but I would plant 
dwarf essex rape, seed are worth about 
10 cents per pound.

T. Strickland, Whitesburg, 
Ga Will you allow another lover of 
Rhode Island Reds to give her ex- 
perience with them? I find them the 
hardiest chickens I have ever raised. 
Two years ago this spring [| bought 
three gettings (15 eggs to the setting) 
and raised 36 fine chickens; sold all 
the roosters for breeding stock but 2 
fine ones, kept 7 fine pullets, and from 
them I raised a very fine stock of 
chickens last year. I have sold a few 
at a good price, and am getting or- 
ders for many settings of eggs this 
spring. My chickens are good colors, 
and not inbred, as I bought my eggs 
from two of the best farmers in this 
state, and bcuvht another setting this 
spring from i: Ane farmer in Kentucky. 
Now, I am starting a poultry farm, 
and am going to make a specialty of 
g00d color, and not have them inbred. 
l have a nice five-acre lot, wired in, s0 
they have free range. I also have three 
nice lots sowed in rye, orchard grass 
and clover, with a lot of shade. I 
have bought a pair of fine bronze tur- 
keys, and, as we live on a nice farm 
with a good range for turkeys, I hope 
to have good luck with them.

No one visited 
the Purser home while Bates was there, 
and, so far as Dr. Purser knows, Bates 
received only enough money to buy 
himself a ticket to Greenville. 8S. C., 
where he claimed to have friends. 

However, Dr. Purse doesn't deny but 
that if the man wae a fake. he and his 
wife were beautifully ‘taken in.” 

This is proven by the fact that so 
favorably did the man impress the min- 
ister and other members of his family 
that neither he nor his wife are ready 
to admit Van Dorme a fake, even after 
having seen the dispatch from New 
York. Dr. Purser believes that some 
one else is now attempting to get a 
little cheap notoriety out of the misfor- 
tunes of the Hollander after having 
seen the story in print. 

The minister admits, however, that 
there is a chance that he wes fooled, 
in which case, he says that Mr. Bates 
deserves to be handed the palm aé an 
actor. 


If a Crook, a Gentus. 

“If he is a crook, he’s also a genius,” 
is the way the minister sums up his 
opinion of the story. 

According to adviies from New York, 
Bates is so well pleased with the result 
of his trip and the veritable harvest of 
greenbacks he gathereed down here, he 
is seriously considering making a sec- 
ond tour within the near future. 

The dispatch in full runs ag follows: 

New York, March 14.—Two central 
office detectives were on the point of 
arresting a notorious Bowery character 
named George Bates yesterday on the 
charge of loitering and being a suspi- 
cious person,,when he pulled a roll of 
nearly a thousand dollars out of his 
pocket. 

“I've reformed,” said Bates. ‘My un- 
cle died and left me a fortune. I live at 
Smith and McNeil's hotel, on West 
Washington street.” 

An investigation of Bates’ story by 
the detectives proved that he did live 
at that hotel. So far as they knew at 
the hotel he had done nothing to war- 
rant being arrested, so he was given 
hie freedom. 

Bates is the man who arrived in At- 
lanta February % with a remarkable 
tale of ropbery on the train, in which 
he suffered the loss of $875, all his 
ready cash. He posed as a wealthy 
Mollander on a southern trip and gave 
h’s name as Garrett Van Dormeé. 

After the detectives had taken their 
departure Bates declared the story 
about a wealthy uncle wae untrue and 
added that he got the money in a 
trip through the south.

GROVER CLEVELAND'S BIRTHDAY

Friends and admirers of the late 
Grover Cleveland, ex-president of the 
United States, have arranged for an 
elaborate commemoration of the anni- 
versary of his seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary birthday, which occurs Maroh 18. 
New Jersey democrats and Fopuviteans, 
as well as men of others states of 
the two political faiths, have joined in 
the «movement to honor the memory 
of the only democratic president since 
the days before the ofvil war. Two 
monuments to the memory of the 
twenty-second president of the United 
States are in contemplation. One of 
them is to be erected in Princeton, N. 
J., the other in Chicago. The move- 
ment to erect a memorial to Mr. 
Cleveland in Princeton, a town closely 
identified with his later life, and the 
site of a university in which he took 
great interest, was launched recently 
and rode well on the waters of Public 
interest. One hundred thousand dol- 
lars was the sum asked by the pro- 


ng 


jectors of the monument, among whom 
were included some of Mr. Cleveland’s 
closest friends. They experienced Mt- 
tle difficulty in raising money, and 
their plans will be embodied in a beau- 
tiful memorial tower estimated to cost 
the sum named It is to be erected 
among the Princeton buildings, and 
will be a conspicuous object on the 
university grounds. The tower is to 
be about 40 feet square and will rise 
over 160 feet. The type of architec- 
ture is pure perpendicular. Gothic, and 
the material will be gray stone. A|l- 
though Grover Cleveland was born in 
New Jersey (at Caldwell, Essex coun- 
ty, March 18, 1837), the greater part 
of his life except for eight years in 
Washington was passed in New York 
state. Upon his retirement from the 
presidency for the second time, in 1897, 
he established his home in Princeton, 
and it was there that he died, June 24, 
1908. Shortly after he became a resi- 
dent of Princeton Mr. Cleveland was 
chosen a trustee of the university. 
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I did in the morning when I left Rev.
